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Our intent at Outdoor Research is to design and manufacture 
innovative products of the highest quality which are truly functional, 
reasonably priced, and as versatile as possible. 


I've made that statement at the beginning of each of our three 
previous catalogs. It's the sort of statement you'd expect from the 
founder of any small company trying to convince people that it makes 
good stuff. It doesn’t carry much weight, though, compared to the 
track record of the products themselves. It has now been more than 
eight years since | started OR, and the track record established by our 
products is one that 1 am proud of, In terms of innovative features, 
high-quality materials, durability, versatility, and value for the money 
our products have proven themselves to be second to none. 


This has not happened by chance. Prototypes for our new products 
are rigorously field tested hiking, climbing, skiing, or travelling from 
hotel room to hotel room on a business trip if that's what's 
appropriate. We try to subject each mitt, gaiter, organizer pouch, or 
first aid kit to all the same actions and activities that the consumer 
might. We try to see it through their cyes, and thus make a product 
that really works. We seldom get it right the first time. Or often even 





the tenth time, But we get it right before we start selling it. 
Expedition Modular Mitts, for cxample, were in development for 
almost a vear, required 18 levels of prototyping, and were rigorously 
tested in cold temperatures by Carlos Buhler on Kanchenjunga and by me ona 
January trip to the Brooks Range before we were satisfied. We try very hard to 
avoid the practice of so many companies who sell products that aren't fully 
developed and then use the feedback from unhappy consumers to help design 
next year’s “new improved" version. We have made some refinements here 
and there over the years, but Tm proud of the fact that not even our earliest 
products have needed to change much since they were onginally released. 


I'm also very proud of the people we have here. You can't build a good 
company without good people, and we have them. This page isn't big enough 
to show the whole crew, but we have managed to get our management and 


supervisory staff into the photos. 


We not only expend a lot of energy on development and testing, we put à 
great deal of effort into production and quality control. We do make mistakes, 
but very few of them manage to slip out the door. Outdoor Research products 
are guaranteed against defects in materials or construction without any timc 


limit 


Although few of our products have been developed especially for the 


hard-core mountaineer, some of them are suitable for extreme mountain 
conditions. Our mitts, hats, supergaiters, water-bottle insulators, and first aid kits (and 
possiblv several other products ) have been to the top of several of the world's toughest 
peaks, Of course we're rather happy about that, and Fd like to thank all of the climbers 
who've given us feedback from their expeditions and/or photos of OR gear in action. 
Among those that | would especially like to thank for their contributions since our 
third catalog are Mark Twight, Carlos Buhler, Bill McClure, and Greg Child; Scott 
Fischer, Mimi Stone and the other members of the 1987 American Everest North Face 
Expedition; and also Jim Frush, Don Goodman, Peggy Luce, Stacy Allison and the other 
members of the '88 Northwest American Everest Expedition.

One of our Hiking-Boot-Totes is the perfect solution to the 
problem of keeping the dirt and water off of ncarby packs, clothing, 

carpeting, and so forth. In fact, it's the perfect all-around storage 
container tor hiking boots, provided that the zipper is left open long 
enough for the boots to fully dry after each outing. We make Hiking- 
Boot- Totes in sizes medium and large (items G and H in the photo on p. 
9 ) for smaller and larger boots, They are very similar to our Ski-Boot- 
Totes, but have less height and more length to correspond to the shapes 
of hiking boots 


ROCK-SHOE-TOTE 





Mus offshoot of our Hiking-Boot-Tote is made for carting climbing 
shoes around and keeping their super-sticky soles clean. It is specially 
sized for rock-climbing shoes ( naturally) and is constructed from 
packeloth in several bright color combinations, An external mesh 
pocket on the end makes a good place to stash keys, watches, ete. while 
onthe rock, The Rock-Shoe-Tote also serves as a dandy cover for shoes 
of any kind that have to be stuffed into luggage along with clean clothes. 
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MESH-TOPPED TOTES 

These versions of our Sport-Tote", Travel-Tote™, and 
Super-Tote™ feature heavy mesh tops, packcloth bottoms. 
and a zippered outside pocket on the end of cach, The Mesh- 
Topped Sport-Tote™ will allow sweaty clothes to air out 
before they become really disgusting. The other two Mesh- 
Topped Totes make excellent take out bags for kayaking, 
water skiing, snorkeling, or wind surfing. The solid bottoms 
keep water, sand, and other grunk from getting all over the car 
and the house, They also permit the Totes to be set down in 
the sand or dirt without gathering up great quantities of said 
sand or dirt the way that all-mesh duffels do. The mesh tops 
allow the contents to dry without being removed. Which is 
| advantageous if it will be quite a while before you reach home, 
r or if you neglect to take everything out of the bag for several 
days after getting home, as some of us are prone to do. 


SKI-BOOT-TOTES 


Bags for carrying ski boots have been around for a long time. Most of 
them are very cheaply made and have the name of a Famous Ski 
Manufacturer emblazoned on the side. These aren't and don't. Ski-Boot- 
Totes (K & Lin the photo on p. 11 ) are made from 11-0z Cordura and 
8-027 packcloth, are stitched with nylon pack thread, and boast YKK * 10 
zippers—these Totes will tolerate many years of abuse. They are 
carefully sized and shaped to hold ski boots in the normal upright 
position, both while being carried and when set down. There's enough 
room in onc for gloves, hats, and goggles as well. The Ski-Boot-Tote will 
prevent snowmelt from migrating to nearby clothing or carpeting 
Furthermore, a Ski-Boot-Tote will be a very convenient and color- 
coordinated companion to a Ski-Shuttle and a Travel-Tote for carrving 
all of one’s ski gear and clothing between car and ski lodge. 


DELUXE SKI-BOOT-TOTE 


This is the middle child in our family of Totes designed for 
transporting ski boots; it is midway in sophistication between the Ski- 
Boot-Tote and the Park-City-Tote. Like the Ski-Boot- Tote, the Deluxe 
model carries boots in their normal upright position, but it has a lot of 
cxtra space for parkas, pants, and sweaters. Clothing is separated from 
boots by a padded divider. The divider velcros in, so its position can be 
shifted back and forth to fit snugly against boots of greatly different sizes. 
The divider could also be removed completely, leaving a single large- 
capacity cargo space. The side walls and bottom of the Deluxe Ski-Boot- 
Tote are padded as well, so the bag holds its shape even when empty. As 
an added benefit, the foam padding positively prevents ski boots from 
inflicting painful bruises on the legs of the person toting them around

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PARK-CITY-TOTE™ 





Let's face it —this is a piece of soft luggage. It will comfortably carry a 
pair of alpine ski boots and enough clothing of all kinds for a weekend at 
the lodge, Ski boots slip into the narrow compartment. Clothing is 
packed suitcase-style in the large compartment, where dual cross straps 
hold it neatly in place. Hats, gloves, sunscreen, and other accessories can 
be stashed in the full-width outside pocket. The side-by-side arrangement 
of clothing and boots gives the Park-City-Tote a relatively narrow 
profile which makes it more comfortable to carrv. It also means that the 
boots cannot bang against the leg the way they do with bags in which the 
boots are stowed crosswise. In fact the bottom and sides of both 
compartments are padded with medium-stifiness foam so that nothing is 
going to bang against the leg. Since it compresses easily, the Park-City- 
Tote can be used as carry-on luggage, if it isn't packed too full. And it can 
be used, of course, to transport climbing equipment and outerwear, 
vaction paraphernalia and travel togs, or a great variety of other gcar and 
clothing not intended for downhill skiing. As with all of our Totes, one of 
our shoulder straps can be clipped to the D-rings on the ends to further 
facilitate casy carrying. 


SKI-SHUTTLES"'" 


A ski bag should be large enough to hold a pair of skis and a pair of 
poles. It should have a very long zipper to make it simple to get the skis in 
and out. The zipper should be extra strong to endure the repeated stress 
of zipping around such an odd-shaped bundic. It ought to have a storm 
flap to prevent the zipper from freezing solid while the skis are being 
transported on top ofa car. It would be nice ifthere were handles at the 
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SHOULDER STRAPS — 1” & 2” 





These straps feature non-snagging, non-corroding Delrin hardware 
throughout. They are extra long so that a heavily-loaded bag may be 
carricd comfortably from the opposite shoulder. And they adjust at 
both cnds (with heavy-duty Delrin sliders) so that the range of 
adjustment is very large. The 1” strap is nice for carrying the Sport Tote 
or Standard Bricfcasc like a shoulder bag. The 2” strap is a real arm-saver 
for hauling a Super Tote or Park-City-Tote through an airport.

balance point of the skis ( not in the center of the bag! ) for convenient 
carrving. D-rings for attaching a shoulder strap are almost a necessity, If 
+ Cinch-Straps were added to keep everything in a neat bundle without 
any flapping strap ends or buckles to hassle with, it would be the most 
advanced ski bag made, It would be our Ski-Shuttle ski bag ( T^ in the 
photo below ). If enough volume was added so that it could carry two 
pairs of downhill skis and poles, it would be our Double Ski-Shuttle ( I ). 





SKI BINDING COVER - 





This is not a Tote, but I need to sneak it in here with other ski related 
items. It is not pictured cither, so the following description will have to 
suffice. It is simply a long tube of 8-oz packcloth with a full-length zipper 
and shock cord at cach end. Prior to transporting vour skis on top of the 
car, vou put them together base to base and zip the Ski Binding Cover 
around the entire binding area of both skis. The shock cord closes cach 
end of the cover around the skis and keeps out all the grit and grunk that 
could otherwise get in the bindings while on the road. 


OUTDOOR KITCHEN KITS & POUCHES 





The convenience and organization offered by our Com- 
pact and Deluxe Outdoor Kitchen Kits has made them 
both enormously popular.

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The Water-Bottle Parka™ is worn by 
legions of performance-conscious water 
bottles the world over. The climber's 
bottle pictured at right in the Karakoram 
Range will stay unfrozen all day long in 
the Himalayan cold. Other bottles don 
the Parka to keep juice cool for several 
hours of hot-weather hiking. Or to keep 
hot chocolate warm for lunch on a ski 
tour. With its jaunty hood zipped down 
tight and its hefty webbing loop ready to 
hook on waist belts or pack straps, the 
Water-Bottle Parka is the modern water 
bottle’s attire of choice for all climates.

The 6-Cooler™ is ideal for toting a 
half-dozen 12-oz. cans of “your favorite 
beverage” to the beach or the tennis 
courts, on day hikes or picnics. With a 
freeze-pack inside it will keep the drinks 
ice-cold all day in the blazing sun. It 
works especially well with the new 
freeze packs that are shaped to nestle 
between 6 cans. It has also proven to be 
fairly popular as a substitute for the 
standard clunky, uninsulated lunch box, 


A little bag for carrying a water bottle on one’s belt is hardly a great 
new idea. Our Bottle-Tote docs improve on the concept somewhat, 
however: the belt loop opens up so that the tote can hook to a pack belt 
or pants belt without undoing the belt. This is especially nice if the 
aforementioned belt happens to have a buckle that is too big to fit 
through normal belt loops! Our belt loop closes with enormous patches 
of YKK's super-aggressive hook and loop, so the bottle won't uncere- 
moniously part company with the belt at some inopportune moment. 


HYDROSEAL”™ STUFF SACKS 

There are dozens and dozens of cheap stuff sacks on the market, but 
almost no good ones. When we finally decided to offer stuff sacks it 
was with the determination that they would be more than just good 
ones, they would be the very best. In fact we have endeavored to do 
even more than that: we are trying to make the best stuff sacks available 
anywhere in cach of three distinct price ranges. Our Basic Hydroseal 
Stuff Sacks are very high quality but are quite simple: they have a 
drawcord and a generous dust flap at the open end and a webbing 
handle at the other end. Our Standard Hydroseal Stuff Sacks havc, 
in addition to the aforementioned features, a row of webbing loops on 
the side for lashing onto packs. In addition, all of their scams are sealed 
with scam tape to prevent any water from seeping through. Our 
Advanced Hydroseal Stuff Sacks go the full distance by featuring a 
dry-bag-style roll-down closure so that they may be carried through 
torrential downpours without any worry that water will Icak into the 
down siceping bag inside. 

The majority of stuff sacks are characterized by flimsy fabric, weak 
scams, undersized dust flaps, and a coating that isn't very waterproof to 
start with and which quickly begins to flake off. Hydroseal Stuff Sacks 
possess nonc of these deficiencies. The unique Hydroseal coated fabric 
that we developed combines a 4-02 Antron-nylon oxford cloth with our 
special "Hydroseal-200" clastomeric coating, The fabric itself, in addition 
to being uncommonly pretty, affords a great deal more protection for the 
stuff sack’s contents than does the lighter-weight taficta generally used. 





Despite its toughness, it is soft enough that it gathers nicely when the stuff 


sack is cinched up. The Hydroseal-200 coating is waterproof to more than 
200 psi, will not begin to peel cven after being soaked for several days, 
won't crack at -40°, and will withstand an amazing amount of physical 
abuse without any deterioration. In fact, extensive use that we have given 
test sacks over the past 18 months on a bike trip to Costa Rica, cross- 
country ski trips to the Ruth Gorge near Mt, Mckinley, and to the Brooks 
Range ( with temperatures down to -38 € ), and on various climbs in the 
Cascades has shown the coating to be astonishingly tough. The only damage 
of any sort that has appeared thus far is a tiny nick inflicted by a screwdriver 
that was carried, along with the other bike tools, in a #1 stuff sack for 10 


days! It is clear that a Hydroseal Stuff Sack will be doing a great job of 


protec ting a sleeping hag, tent. or clot hing for years after a c hcapx i stuff sack 


has been retired. 





DITTY BAGS 

Ditty bags are virtually a necessity for organizing a multitude of small 
items in packs and luggage. We make ours in three sizes and two 
constructions — Hydroseal coated fabric and a tough flat-weave black 
mesh. The Hydroseal ditty bags are well-sutted to small articles of 
clothing that must be kept dry, or for wet things that would get the rest 
of the stuff in the pack wet. The mesh bags are ideal for food and other

CRAMPON POUCH 


For vears we noodled around with the idea of making a 
really good pouch for storing and transporting these 
obnoxiously shaped, sharp-pointed objects, but the limited 
market always made the project seem somewhat pointless.

It docs a 
great job with crampons, and the four lash tabs on the back 
let it double as a side pocket on virtually any pack made 
The heavy-duty plastic end and bottom not only protect 
gcar from the ravages of crampon points, but also make the 
pouch a natural for carrving other clunky articles like ice 
screws, tent pegs, and MSR stoves! The full-opening 
double-shder zipper makes it a breeze to get stuff in and 
out; the lithe zippered pocket on the end ts great for 
crampon tools and spare screws: and the daisy chain on top 
will censure that the pouch doesn't slip away while lashed 
to a pack 





X-C WAX POUCH™ 





Mis pouch is perfect for organizing and carrying a wax kit for cross- 
country skiing. It features several clastic loops for hard waxes and 
klisters, loops for a waxing cork and a rag, and a slash pocket for 
scrapers, Waxing guides, and so forth.

CLIMBING ROPE BAG 





Our rope bag is one of those items that a climber can go without for 
years and not feel a really pressing need, but once he gets one he can't 
imagine how he ever got by without it! Gone forever are the hassles of 
coiling the rope. Gone also are the resultant twists and kinks. No longer 
will the rope hang up in brush or cracks when thrown down the clifi 
prior to a rappel. Nor will it come to an embarrassing, tangled halt 30 
feet awav from the throwing hand. Never again will loops of rope 
hanging loosely off the pack grab at passing tree branches, And of course, 
as with less-sophisticated bags, our rope bag will do a lot to protect the 
rope from dirt when pitched onto the ground, from grease when 
pitched into the car trunk, and from UV when carried from place to 
place. 


Ihe shape and features have been carefully designed so that our bag is 
uncomplicated, is simple to usc, and docs everything it’s supposed to do 
very very well. [t zips all the way open trom end to end to make it trivial 
to lav the rope in or take it out. The locking slider will hold the bag open 
the proper amount so that the rope will feed out smoothly when 
thrown. We usc a huge #10 YKK zipper with a full flap so that it will 
withstand years of rough usc. There is a handle at the end for throwing 
the bag. There is a large loop just inside that same end for tying the rope 
ends. The daisy chain down the side will keep the rope in place when 
lashed to a pack. The bag is sized to lash neatly across the top of most 
medium-to-large packs, and to the side of most full-sized packs. 


Our bag will easily accommodate an 1 1mm rope 50m long or two 
9mm ropes 50m long. It comes with instructions for maximizing its 
uscfulness and minimizing rope handling problems. 


TENT STAKE BAG & TENT POLE BAG _ 





Nothing spectacular here, just good solid little bags for those hard, pointy objects that 
go along with a tent. Both bags have handy hook-and-loop closures at the top which will 
keep even the skinniest pole or stake from sneaking out. Both are made from assorted 
colors of 8-oz. pack cloth for longevity. And the pole bag has a series of loops along the 
side so that it may be lashed to a pack with reasonable expectation that it will still be 
there at the end of the hike!

For these rcasons the 
majority of high-quality full-size packs sold today include onc. For the 
multitude of other packs that would benefit from a sternum strap we make 
this kit. It features 1” nylon webbing and a Delrin quick-release buckle, and 
it installs casily with a pair of Delrin dual sliders. 





BLACK BELT" 





A Wax Pouch, Belt Pouch, Outdoor Organizer, or anything else 
with belt loops, will carry much more comfortably, and flap around a 
lot less, on our wide Black Belt than it will on a narrow pants belt 
The Black Belt is made from 2"-wide black webbing and utilizes a 
high-tech Delrin quick-release buckle. One side of the fully- 
adjustable buckle can be taken off so that the belt can be threaded 
through relatively narrow belt loops. 


ACCESSORY STRAPS 

There arc a lot of colorful but low-quality straps on the market. 
These aren't them. These are top-quality straps featuring high- 
strength 1" nylon webbing and Delrin Cam-Loc buckles. These 
buckles will never corrode and will never slip under normal loads, no 
matter how often the strap goes slack and no matter how much the 
object they're used on is vibrated. Available lengths are 24”, 367 
48^, and 60". 
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CROCODILES™ 


As the name connotes, Crocodiles arc something new in the world of 
gaiters: they arc the first fitted gaiters whose size can be adjusted to fit 
tightly on boots of different sizes.

AT-GAITERS™ 


For a couple of years there wandered around in my head a vague vision 
of what a really good downhill skiing gaiter should look like. It wouldn't 
he the baggy, elasticized tube that seemed to be the only choice on the 
market, Somehow it would be snug and trim and accommodate the wide 
disparity in circumferences between bulky boots and lean legs. | never 
actually made an attempt at the design, however, until our Northwest 
sales rep Karl Kohagen started bugging me about the need for a good 
alpine touring gaiter. A lot of the alpine touring boots (and many of the 
telemark boots) in use these davs have buckles at the ankles, like 
downhill ski boots, and about the only gaiters vou could get to fit over 
them were the same baggy, elasticized tubes seen at the ski areas. Which 
is not so good when you switch from skis to crampons to do a peak in the 
middle of your alpine tour. Since the problems were the same from a 
paiter's point of view, and since it was the only way to get Karl off my 
casc, I went ahead and designed the AT-Gaiter. '" 


Everyone was surprised at how well they actually work. I don't know 
wih 


Theyre really very simple. Just wrap onc around vour leg and zip the 
zipper. Tighten the bottom Cinch-Strap around your boot, and snug up 
the other two around vour leg. Voila!. 


There's no need for an instep cord of any kind since the bottom 
Cinch-Strap holds the gaiter in place below one of the buckles. It also 
makes a tight scal around the boot to keep snow out. The colorful fabric 
panel forms a huge gusset to provide lots of size adjustment, and the 
zipper disappears under one side of the gusset when the Cinch-Straps 
are tightened, The uncoated Cordura used for the main body of the 
gaiter lets out perspiration while fending off crampon points and ski 
edges. And, since there's no instep cord, AT's can be rotated to anv

position so that the gusset panel (which we make in an assortment of 
colors ) can be forwards, to the side, or even at the back if that suits vour 
personal style. Simple. 


Ihe end result is just what I was after: a snug-fitting gaiter for buckle 
boots that won't catch crampon points all the time, that scals out snow 
when plunge-stepping, and which stays put in nasty sliding falls. 





X-GAITERS"', Models S & ME 


The most versatile of all gaiters, X-Gaiters™ will keep feet warm and 
drv whether hiking in a summcer rain or skiing decp winter snow. Thev 
provide more insulation around a cross-country ski hoot than any other 
supergaiter or tour bootie. And they make excellent wate rproof 
coverings for virtually any hiking boot. 


X-Gaiters arc available in two models: the original model "S" which is 
best suited for hiking and general ski-touring; and the newer model 
"ME", which is great for climbing, snowshocing. alpine touring, and 
telemark skiing, The ME is basically a more rugged version of the mode! 
S, but it is also cut fuller around the foot and ankle to accommodate 
bulkier boots. 


X-Gaiters were designed by a scientist to protect and insulate the 
entire boot upper while leaving the sole exposed. Only an “X” of tough, 
nvlon-covered shock cord crisscrossing at the instep extends below the 
welt. The boot sole retains full traction for hiking or climbing, and there 
is no fabric or webbing underneath to interfere with the fit of boot to 
binding or ski. Or to wear and fray and subsequently cause snow to build 
up under foot. 


The shock-cord "X" system is the key to the X-Gaiter's performance 
and versatility. The elasticity of the shock cord, coupled with the 
directions that it pulls, allows the gaiter to seal snugly around the 
forward part of even the most flexible ski boot. The seal around the 
forefoot is important, for if the front has cutaway sections (as many 
tour-bootics do ). then skiing can force snow in, where it will melt all 
over the boot. The elasticity and adjustability of the shock cord enables 
each size X-Gaiter to install without struggling on a much wider range of 
boots than any other supergaiter. The durability of the shock cord 
system is also higher than that of most any rubber gasket system, The 
shock cord is surprisingly rugged, and if it does get chopped on sharp 
rocks it can be quickly ticd together or replaced on the spot, 


In fact, X-Gaiters have several important advantages over rubber- 
gasket-type supergaiters other than just durability, They are lighter. They 
have much more insulation, which also extends down much closer to 
the welt. A given size will fit a much wider range of boots. They won't 
crush the toc of lighter boots. They offer size adjustment around the leg 
and ankle to accommodate thicker or thinner pants. And the toe can be 
hooked down positively so that it won't slip up while kicking steps. For 
these reasons our supergaiters are finding themselves on morc and more 
serious backcountry skicrs and mountaineers. Here's what Greg Child 
had to say about them after wearing a pair of model ME's to the top of 
Gasherbrum IV: 


"The gaiters were very warm and useful for technical high altitude 
chmbing —wec encountered rock up to 5.9, They never came off, 
unlike Yeti gaitors or other types, and after thirty days of continuous 
usc remain almost unscathed.” 





€ Tough Taslan Gore-tex in the leg section allows perspiration from the 
foot and leg to escape. 

e The wide, full-length hook-and-loop front closure permits instant 
access to socks and shoclaces without having to release the top strap. 
It provides a considerable amount of adjustment to accommodate big 
boots or bulky pants. It makes the X-Gaiter very simple to put on and 
take off. And it simply can't ice-up or break like a zipper. 

e The wide strap used in the top closure is far more comfortable and 
secure than any drawstring. The Delrin Cam Buckle utilized on the 
model S is casy to operate, even with mittens on, while the fancy 
hook-and-loop system employed on the model ME offers the ultimate 
in quick, one-hand closing. The low profile of the ME system means 
there is no hard lump to fall on when telemarking 


e The nylon webbing toc-tab fits under the ski binding bail to positively 


hold the X-Gaiter down over the boot toe even on shoes with a 
protruding well 


e Wire or cord can be attached to the instep and toe grommets to hold 


the gaiter down tightly to the boot welt when hiking or climbing on

BROOKS RANGERS” 


Brooks Rangers have something of a split personality. Worn over 

climbing boots they are the best overboots in the world, Worn over inner 
boots, running shoes, Polarguard booties, or multiple pairs of socks they are 
excellent mukluks. This versatilitv, which is made possible by the Cinch- 
Strap over the top of the instep, was deliberately designed in so that the 
same product could be used as overboots by climbers on very cold, high 
altitude peaks or could be used as mukluks by mushers and other travellers 
in the arctic, Many climbers will avail themselves of both uses, of course. by 
wearing them as overboots while climbing and as mukluks around camp 

Another primary feature of Brooks Rangers " that will be popular with 
cold-weather alpinists is the abilitv to use them with crampon bindings 
without having to cut any holes in them. This is made possible by two 
design features: | ) the thick foam insulation is removable so that it may be 
trimmed at the heel and toc if necessary, and 2) the rand is relatively thin 
and flexible. Thus the toc bail and heel clamp of crampon bindings are able 
to snug solidly into the boot welt notch right through the rand material 
The rand consists of a layer of heavy-duty Cordura lined with a laver of 
packcloth, so it is still far more durable than the rubber rands used on most 
overboots and supergaiters. | doubt that every combination of boot and 
crampon binding will function satisfactorily with Brooks Rangers, but all of 
the popular combinations that I've tricd appear to work just fine. As a fairly 
severe test, | used a pair of Light Fangs for some climbing in Alaska in 
combination with my Asolo Yukons, which have very little sole protrusion 
for the binding to hook on, and, despite my best efforts, 1 was unable to 
dislodge the crampons! 

Above the rand Brooks Rangers are very similar to our model ME X-Gaiters, and 
offer all the attendant benefits of that design. Among these arc a Taslan Gore-Tex leg 
section, casv-acccss front opening, and a sophisticated Cinch-Strap top closure that 
will quickly velcro closed with one mitt-covered hand. Like ME's they are also 
supplied with two sets of removable foam insulation (one open.-cell set for use with 
clamp-on bindings and one closed-cell set for use with straps) each of which 
provides greater insulation than found in any other overboots. 

Besides the Cordura rand discussed above, features unique to the Brooks Rangers 
include a full Cordura sole, removable Poron insulation in the sole, and the 
Cinch-Strap across the instep. The Cordura sole is extremely durable and offers 
good traction on hard, icy snow. Poron is used tor insulation in the sole despite its 
high cost because it offers excellent insulation value, will tolerate exceedingly low 
temperatures, and can be walked on every day for vears without losing any 
thickness. It can be removed if necessary for improved fit of certain crampons on 
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some boots. The Cinch-Strap is the key element in the use of 
Brooks Rangers as mukluks— when cinched down it snugs the 
mukluks around the foot, prevents them from slopping 
around, and makes it possible to walk with sure step, even upa 
significant snow slope. 

The size chart for Brooks Rangers 1s very approximate and 
shows substantial overlap between sizes because there is a 
great variation in the actual physical dimensions of the boots 
on which they will be used. Size L, for example, will fit 
comfortably around most size 11 single boots, but one would 
normally move up to size XL for à size 11 double boot.

MODULAR MUKLUKS" & 
MOONLITE PILE SOX 


When vou'rc out camping in the snow it's really nice to be 
able to pull something quickly onto your feet when it becomes 
necessary to stomp around outside the tent for a while. Its 
especially nice if what vou have to pull on is a pair of Modular 
Mukluks. " At less than 8 ozs per pair (with their removable 
EVA insoles ) they are light and compact enough to have been 
brought along in the first place. With their Cordura bottoms 
they won't slip around on the snow. And with the Cinch-Strap 
across the ankle they won t slip around on the feet 


The modular nature of these mukluks means that they can 
be worn with our cushy, double-thick MoonLite Pile Sox, 
with down socks, or with whatever combination of socks a 
person happens to have along. Also, the EVA insoles can casily 
be pulled out so that booties having their own thick soles can 
be worn inside. As always we endeavor to make our products 
as versatile as possible. 





ROCKY MOUNTAIN HIGH™ GAITER.- 





As soon as Crocodiles became popular Rick Stoner, Scout Andrews, 
and certain other OR sales reps began to beat me up to design a cheaper 
gaiter for people who didn't require such long-term durability, | tried 
several times, but only recently was I able to create a gaiter that was both 
high quality and significantly less expensive then Crocs. The Rocky 
Mountain High" is a trim-fitting, front opening gaiter with 17 clastic 
all around the bottom so that it will fit a very wide range of boot sizes. 
The full front opening utilizes 1" hook and 1” loop and provides several 
benefits; easy access to shoelaces and socks; no zipper to jam or break; 
and no gaps along the side that could allow snow to be torced up under 
the bottom edge. In addition, these gaiters can be put on fast since the 
front-opening design means that it is unneccessary to rc-tic the instep 
cord cach time. The low end of the opening is anchored by à snap — not 
an ordinary snap but a Pull-The-Dot Snap, so that it will never open up 
unintentionally. The top sports our usual strap and buckle arrangement 
for maximum comfort and bombproof resistance to slipping. The foot 
section is constructed from 8-oz packcloth. This is only about half as 
durable as on Crocodiles, but it docs allow us to offer a much greater 
selection of colors! As with Crocodiles, Rocky Mountain High Gaiters 
are available with leg sections made from either Taslan Gore-Tex or 
uncoated packcloth. 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN LOW™ GAITER 





It just had to be, didn't it? This one is designed to keep scree and snow 
from invading boot tops on warm-weather hikes and climbs. It will also 
be uscful on many cross-country ski outings in the tracks or on snow that 
isn't terribly deep. The elasticized bottom edge and the front opening 
system arc identical to those on the Rocky Mountain High Gaiter. The 
top on this one is also elasticized. The fabric is uncoated packcloth

BASIC MITT SHELLS 


As vou might surmise, these arc the most basic mitts in our lineup. The 
intent here is to provide people with fairly simple but high-quality 
Gore-Tex shells that they can pull on over any wool mittens or pile gloves 
that they already own. Though they are cut on the same trim-fitting 
patterns as our Modular Mitts, Basic Mitt Shells have been simplified by 
leaving off the velcro-in feature and by substituting a single layer of 1 1-oz 
Cordura for the dual layer Tuff-Grip/nylon oxford cloth combination 
employed on the palms of Modular Mits. They do have the same 
convenient Cinch-Strap adjustment at wrist and cuff as appears on 
Modular Mitts. They also have the same loops for attaching wrist leashes. 


IDIOT CORDS 

That's what they're usually called. We offer this packaged pair of wrist 
leashes as an add-on for our Basic Mitts, our Kids mitts, or for any mitts that a 
person might wish to restrain in the face of gravity’s continual attempt to 
take them away. Each leash has a toggle that is slid up against the wrist after 
slipping the wrist through the leash, so that the mitts can be temporarily 
removed at times when fingertip dexterity is required without fear that they 
will fall off of the chairlift or slide down the mountain. 


KIDS MITTS 





We have scaled our Basic Mitt Shells down to Children’s sizes and 
created litle Moonlite Pile inner mitts to go with them. The result is a 
top-quality mitten system for kids. The Gore-Tex shells with Cordura 
palms will kecp their hands much drier than typical children's mittens. 
Even four-year-olds catch on quickly to the Cinch-Strap adjustment at 
wrist and cuff, so there is at least some chance that they will keep the 
cuffs closed up and the snow out. Since the pile liners are removable, 
they can be dried rapidly if a child does manage to get them wet. And 
they are easily replaced if lost or if they wear out. The range of sizes 
offered (S. M. L} joins smoothly onto the size range of Basic Mitt Shells, 
so a small adult whose hands would swim around in size S adult mitts 
now has a desirable alternative. 





MODULAR MITTS™ 


After their introduction in early 1985 Modular Mitts " rapidly gained 
recognition as the finest mitts made. They quickly became very popular 
for skiing, climbing, and all sorts of other cold-weather activities. The 
key to their immediate success was the fact that they were the first 
mitten system. Carrying the removable insulation idea over from our 
supergaiters to mitts, Randy King, our VP. suggested that we design mitts 
with interchangeable pile insulation. He further suggested that the pile 
liners velcro in place so they wouldn't slop around inside the shells 
during use. Great idea! After a lot of hassle at the design table, some 


valuable input from Fred Williams at Moonstone, and a few months of 


testing, we had an actual state-of-the-art mitten system. 


The elements of the system are two mitten shells and two polyester 
pile liners. The shells are either Taslan Gore-Tex” or uncoated pack 
cloth. The liners are cither single-thickness or double-thickness Moon- 
lite Pile*. The mitten shells may be worn over bare hands or over either 
of the liners to provide exactly the amount of insulation desired. Since 
the pile liners velcro in place, changing from one to another is trivial, 
and the shell and liner flexes as a unit. This feature, combined with the 
form-fitting cut of every component, cndows Modular Mitts with an 
unusually high level of comfort and dexterity. It also provides an 
additional important benefit: mitten linings invariably wear out far faster 
than the shells, and in this case the liners, which are cheap, can be 
replaced without buying whole new mitts, which are expensive. 


Bevond the innovation of the basic concept, these mitts are replete 
with useful features: The palm is a laver of Tuff-Grip (for the ultimate in 
secure grip on ice tools or ski poles ) backed by a laver of super-coated 
nylon cloth (for waterproofness that will far outlast that of ordinary 
mitts ). The gaunticts are extra long to keep snow out. Adjusting straps 
are provided across the back of the hand and at the end of the gauntict. 
And a removable, adjustable leash on each shell keeps them from being 
lost when they're pulled off temporarily 


All-in-all, Modular Mitts offer high levels of comfort, fit, durability, 


and versatility. After he and his teammates wore them to the top of 


Gasherbrum IV, here's what Greg Child had to say: 
“Everyone felt that the mitts were the warmest they'd ever used. We 
had temperatures of -25 degrees fahrenheit and stayed quite warm. 
The reinforced palm was more durable than you said, surviving 
thousands of fect of rappelling before signs of wear hit.” 


EXPEDITION MODULAR MITTS" 





As far as I can tell these are the most sophisticated mitts available in 
the world today. This is not accidental. I went to a great deal of effort 
to design the shapes of the many pieces that comprise the various 
lavers of this mitten system so that cach laver would closely follow the 
contours of the hand in its rest position. The lavers arc differentially 
cut, of course, and the backs of both the single and double liners have 
an extra layer of pile to provide increased warmth without adding 
bulkiness in the palm. The resulting strongly-curved boxed construc- 
tion provides a high level of insulation while minimizing thc ctfort 
required to grip ice tools or ski poles. The pronounced curvaturc, 
combined with the rather complex form-fitting thumb and thc fact 
that the tip of each liner velcros in place, also gives these mitts an 
amazing level of comfort and dexterity 


Expedition Modular Mitts™ rctain all of the primary features of 
standard Modular Mitts™ including Gore-Tex shells, velcro-in Moon- 
lite Pile liners. dual-layer Tuff-Grip/oxford cloth palms, Cinch-Strap 
adjustment at wrist and cuff, and removable wrist leashes. In addition, 
there is a thin laver of an extremely effective energy-absorbing foam 
in the back of each liner to protect the knuckles from bashing against 
the icc. 

If | havent convinced vou by now that these mitts are as 
sophisticated as mitts get, vou'd better take a pair somewhere really 
cold and put them through their paces. If vou still aren't convinced 
after that, we'll buy them back.

Fully-adjustable size. That's what makes a modular hat possible. A hat 
that's warm enough when it's well below zero. But not too warm when 
it's just a bit nippy. A hat that always fits exactly right, with or without 
insulation inside. A hat that sits lightly on the brow when the wcather is 
calm, but can be snuggcd down for windy days. A Hat For All Seasons. 


Our Cinch-Band internal adjustment band (patent 94,845,782 ) is 
the system that provides these hats with fully-adjustable size. As can be 
seen in the photo below, it consists of a full head band in a tunnel, with 
hook on one end of the band where it comes out of the tunnel, and loop 
on the other end. Varying the amount of overlap of the hook and the loop 
allows for a very wide range of hat size adjustment. The full-circumferen- 
tial head band and the continuous adjustability at the ends means that 
the hat always feels extremely comfortable, Even on people like me who 
normally hate hats! 





The two clements of this modular hat are the Gore-Tex shell and the 
Moonlite Pile Liner. As always, the individual parts are available 


separately. Folks will often wish to wear the shell hat alone, and it can of 


course be worn over watch caps and ski hats that they already have 


Though the Cinch-Band is the most important innovation in A Hat For 
All Seasons, it is by no means the only one. In fact this hat sports a host 
of advanced features: 


e Scam-scaled Taslan Gore-Tex shell. 


è Dryline" hydrophohic-polvester/hydrophilic-nylon bi-component 
lining fabric. This high-tech but wondcerfully-comty material promotes 
rapid exhaust of moisture through the Gore-Tex. In addition, the soft, 
fuzzy side of this terrific fabric feels relatively dry even when the 
lining is wet! It has to be felt to be believed. 


e Earflap-snugger system: pull the cord throught he toggle just a little 
bit while wearing the hat and it snugs the ear flaps right in around the 
ears. Again, you have to try it to appreciate how great this little feature is. 


e Removable chin strap: bombproot hat restraint for high winds and 
high-speed skiing that tucks away in your pocket ( rather than flapping 
around your face ) when not needed. 

è Plastic stiffener in the bill keeps its shape even after the hat is 
crammed into pockets or packs. It also allows the bill to be flipped up 
or down as desired, 


Compared to the level of technology applied to outdoor clothing, hats 
have been sadly neglected. No longer. Not with A Hat For All Seasons. 


At this writing, the hat shell ts available in six color combinations: Red 
Gore-Tex with black pack-cloth bill and ear flaps, Royal Blue with black, 
Royal Blue with turquoise, Grey with black, all Grey, and all Black.

Designed to be the perfect cold-weather component in A Hat For All 
Seasons, our Moonlit Pile Liner can also be worn by itself in milder 
conditions. It also makes a great helmet liner for climbing or paddling 
helmets. And it's the perfect lightweight layer to wear under parka 
hoods when the weather really turns nasty 


The Liner is constructed from Moonlite Pile for super-fast drying and 
high insulation-to-weight ratio. The helmet shape prevents the cap from 
crawling up off of the ears like so many watch caps and ski hats do. And 
allows the ear flaps to be conveniently folded up when the cars are too 
warm. It also has two slots at the back that the ends of the Cinch-Band 
can be inserted through when it is used as part of A Hat For All Seasons; 
(another patented feature ). 











SONORA SOMBRERO™, SIERRA™ CAP, & SAFARI™ CAP 

Though cach of these hats has its own particular style and individual 
advantages, they have several important features in common that make them 
superior performers when it comes to protecting the head from attack by the 
sun. The fabric used for all three is one of those tricky blends of Cordura and 
high-filament-count nylon yarns that feels similar to cotton but dries about 4 
times faster and lasts about 10 times longer. This fabric is highly permeable, 
and the hats are unlined, so they are just as cool as possible. They all adjust in 
size via our internal Cinch-Band adjusting system, so cach hat always fits 
exactly right. In cach hat the Cinch-Band is carried inside a 1'4"-wide tunnel 
made from Drylinc, which makes a very comfortable and fast-drying 
sweatband, 


Now for individual characteristics. The Sonora Sombrero™ was obviously 
inspired by the Seattle Sombrero™ and uses the same foam-stiffened brim 
which can be velcroed up Aussic-style or cowboy-style. It comes with a 
removable drawstring which can be cinched up under the chin to restrain 
the hat in high winds. This also allows one to push the hat off of the head and 
down onto the upper back 


The Sierra™ Cap is basically a high-tech baseball cap. The Cinch-Band 
allows much finer size adjustment than the button system on normal baseball 
caps. This makes for greater comfort, especially when one is cinching it down 
tight for high-speed skiing or biking. As with A Hat For All Seasons ", the 
plastic-stiffened brim can be flipped up or down. These features, and the fact 
that it is very light weight and fast drying, make it a great hat for river trips, and 
for all sorts of boating for that matter. 

The Safari™ Cap is identical to the Sierra Cap except that it sports a 
removable skirt for shading the neck and ears when out on à glacier or 
tromping through the burning desert. The skirt is made in three sections for 
better fit and to enhance air circulation. It velcros off so that the hat can be 
used in simple baseball cap mode.

This means that the Sombrero always fits exactly the way you want it to. 
It can be adjusted tighter when the wind is blowing and looser if you 
want to wear some insulation under it. As à bonus, the Cinch-Band 
system keeps the hat's outer shell out away from your head. This not only 
makes the hat feel more comfortable, it also allows considerable air 
circulation. The air circulation helps carry away moisture and helps

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keep your head from becoming too warm. 


The crown is made from seam-sealed Gore-Tex so that it sheds rain 
while passing perspiration. The lining is made from Dryline bi-com- 
ponent fabric that quickly spreads moisture out over a large surface arca 
to promote rapid exhaust through the Gore Tex shell. This amazing 
technical fabric works very well indeed, and, better yet, it feels 
extremely comfortable, The hat brim is long in back to prevent water 
from running down your neck, and it can be velcroed up on one side 
( Aussic-style ) or both sides ( cowbov-style ) when drier conditions or 
considerations of style warrant it. There's even a removable drawstring 
under the chin to restrain the hat in high winds. All in all we're confident 
that the Scattlc Sombrero is the most comfortable, most versatile rain 
hat madc. 


The Seattle Sombrero is made in 4 sizes to accommodate virtually 
every adult on the planet. Sizing is the same as that shown for A Hat For 
All Seasons at the bottom of page 22. 
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
